(Prom the“ Tivaga?”) 


"The story of the Fenian rising, which formed 
the sulpect of a-shortconveraationin both Houses 
of Parliamncnt, Jaat night, ean now be told with 
completeness and certainty, except apon a single 
point,” As the insurgents heve never boon 
actually encountered by tha military, and have 
heen only seen in the distance or heard of from 
the repurts of the peasantry, it is impoasihle to 
say what numbers may have boon assombled for 
the purposes of the ingurrection at any particular 
‘Lime or spot. . With this exception, howevér, we 
can relate the historyof the plot and ite execu- 
tion, with very little diffienlty. 

‘At the’south-western extremity of Ireland, in 
adiuirict exceedingly wild. and desolate, but well 
known to travellers from its natural beauties; 
lise the whole scene of this abortive insnrrection. 
Tts events were confined to the 45 miles of road 
hetween the squalid village of Cahirciveen and 
{he-toen of Killarney, in thé county of Kerry. 

Cahireiveen ia on the east, et the head of Valen- 
Ha harbour, aml: from that-apot the road rune in 
a north-oasterly direation by the side of Dingle 
Baty to Killorgtin and Milltown. “Then it turns 
* abruptly to the sonth-unst, und leads directly to 
Killaraey, on the celebrated lake of that name: 
‘he country in the neighlourhood is mountain- 
ons and barren, bit thickly wouded round the 
lordera of the dake, English pleasure-seekers 
lave given the tows a character af some impor 
ce,toritcoutainsneadly 6,000 inkabitsnts, and 
Tes several excellent hotels, ‘The-ahdéps and 
Tanks; too, epeak forthe consenrionrent theplace, 
and. the prospect of pinnder bad ite. share, no 
doubt, in directing the movements of the insui- 
xentsonthistownastheirfirstrendezvous. Onthe 
Attereoon of Tuoaday last « little barefooted gir] 
Drought aletterty Mr. Thomas Gall wey,theagent 
of Lord Custlerosse, saying thatit had been given 
fo her by anold man whom abe did not know. 
. This lettor, which was anonymous, stated that 
on tbat night u struuger would come by’ the 
aiail ear in'Rillaimey, from Gahireivecn for the 
purpose of healing an insurrection of Fenians 
inthe town, A desuription of this person, by 


which he might he reeagnized, was given in the |: 


letter, and it‘was #ddod that cartain paptra 
would ba fowad in bis possession. On this jn- 
formation the majgixtrates acted. A’ party’ af 
constabulary was dogpatchod to mest the car, 
and in. ono of the prssangera they identified, 
without. difficulty. the utrinyer mentioned in the 
letter, He proved to he a. Captain” Moriarty, 
an Irish American, well known to be cannected: 
with the Fenian conspiracy, and on his person 
wore fotrid the documents which bad been des- 

hod, - He was, of eaurse, detained in custody, 
and wilh lin arzest was frustrated the intended 
vising in Killarney town, From this point the 
story relates ta the prodeedings of the-insur- 
genta who were to have joined the “captain” af- 


fer the capture of Killarney, and marched on 


with him to Cork: 

On the niybl uf Tuesdity a parby- of Fenians 
af uncertain numbers, but said to be well-armed, 
did advance along the coast-roud from Cahirci- 
yeon to, Killorglia, . They wore first met at Kola, 
wt little village ubout 15-tuiles from. Cahireiveen, 
bya mounted ‘orderly of the constabulary forse, 
named Duggan, who bad beca ecnt to warn the 
poliee station at Cahixoivean of the coming dan- 
per, - He vas stopped at Kells by a. bady of 60 |- 
or 70 arinad meu, who anmmoned .him to sur- 
render his despatch ond his horas.

Still, however, they advanced until they 
approached within a fow milosof Killarney, when 
they appear to have discovered that tho town 
wig protected from allack, and that their design 
inna he abandoned.

* the mountains in the neighbourhood, and in this 
enuntry, eucloseil and pursued by the military,
